AT THE ROPE'S END! 


RndolptaL Dubois i^nffers tne Death 
Penalty for Jllarderine His Wife, 
Mother-in-Iiaw and. Two 
Children. 


QDEBEC, June 20.—Budolph 
Fritz 
Dubois was hanged here at 8 o'clock this 
morning for the murder of Ms wife, two 
children, and his mother-in law, on 
February 23rd last, in the small parish 
in 
St. 
Alban, Port Neuf 
county. 
At 7:55 o'clock Dubois, supported by 
some of the jail guards, and accompan- 
ied by the Methodist minister. Rev. Mr. 
Bland, ascended the scaffold. 
He ad- 
dres/jed those present saying: 


'•Well gentlemen, I am very eony for 
tlie deed I have done. 
I hope I will 
meet my wife and children in heaven, 
that's aU." 


The Lord's prayer was then said. 
Dubois repeated the words after the 
clergyman. 
Dubois did not show the 
least sign of weakness. 
As the clergy- 
man reached the "amen" of the prayer, 
the droi) was sprung and Dubois, after 
a few spasmodic movements of the body, 
waa dead. 


BEiiLEViDiiE, Ont., June 20.—^The ex- 
ecution of Peter Edward Davis for the 
murder of Wm. Emery, in Marmora 
township, on September 19 last, took 
place at 8 o'clock this morning. 
He 
protested his innocence of the crime 
untU the last moment. 


EI/KS, Nev., June 20.—The execution 
of Joseph Potts and his wife, Elizabeth, 
for the murder of Miles Fawcett, at 
O iriin, on January 1, 1888, took place 
here to-day. 
Fawcett, who was about 
seventy years of age, lived on a ranch a 
few miles from Carlin, where he had 
some stock and several hundred dollars 
in 
money. 
Mrs. 
Potts 
did 
his 
washing 
and 
baking, 
and 
Faw- 
cett lent the Pottses several hundred 
dollars which they subsequently refused 
to repay. 
On January 1, Fawcett, with 
one Limeberger, went to Potts' house 
to demand the money. 
Limeberger, 
after accepting a glass of liquor, left the 
house, leaving Fawcett there to transact 
his business. 
That was the last ever 
seen of Fawcett until his body was 
found in the following year. 
Potts' 
family stated that Fawcett had settled 
up 
all 
his 
business, 
had 
given 
Mrs. 
Potts 
a 
bill 
of 
sale for all his property and had left for 
parts unknown. 
In September, 1888, 
the Potts family sold their property and 
that formerly belonging to Fawcett and 
removed to Eock Springs. 
The body of 
Fawcett, partly burned, with the limbs 
severed from the trunk and the skull 
crushed in, was found in January, 1889, 
by the caving in of the roof of a dug-out 
cellar attached to the house formerly 
occupied by the Potts. 
The family 
were brought back to Elks for trial. 
Circumstantial evidence went to show 
that Mrs. Potts struck Fawcett on the 
back of the head with an axe, and also 
fully implicated Potts in the crime. 
The jury returned a verdict of murder 
in the first degree and the supreme 
court affirmed the decision.

The Democrats Score Another Tic- 
tory in the House in the Debate 
on the Silver Bill. 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—There was a 
significance in the prayer of Chaplain 
Milbum when he opened the proceed- 
ings of the house at noon to-day. 
He 
prayed that the Almighty might "cool 
the fevered pulses" of the members, an, 
obvious anticipation of a repetition of 
the exciting scenes of yesterday. 


When he had concluded 
Speaker 
Reed announced that the' question was 
on the approval of the journal of yes- 
tesrday as amended by striking out the 
reference made by ,the speaker of the 
senate silver bill to the committee on 
coinage, weights and measures. 
After 
some sparring between Messrs. McKinley 
and Mills, it was decided that the pend- 
ing motion was the demand made by 
Mr. Mills for the previous question on 
the approval of the journal and pending 
yesterday when the house adjourned. 
The speaker put the demand, and after 
some more sparring, the yeas and nays 
were ordered. 


During the progress of the 
roll call 
the galleries 
began to 
fill. 
Any 
un- 
usual 
or 
exciting 
proceeding 
in 
the 
house always attracts a crowd, and Fri- 
day there was no exception to the rule. 
The galleries to which ladies were ad- 
mitted were, as usual, well filled. When 
the roll call was concluded, and it was 
made known that the demand was car- 
ried, Mr. McKinley 'changed his vote 
from no to aye in order to move a re- 
consideratin. 
The speaker 
then an- 
nounced that the previous question was 
ordered, ayes 126, nays 122. 
The re- 
publicans voting with the democrats 
were: Bartine, Carter, Dehaven, Aer- 
mann, Kelly, Morrow and Townsend, of 
Colorado. 


Tracy, of New York, voted with ihe 
republicans, 
Mr. McKinley, amid a 
derisive shout from a segment of the 
democrats, moved to reconsider. Mr. 
Mills, of Texas, quickly moved to lay 
the motion on the table, and the yeas 
and nays were ordered. 
Again the 
democrats with the assistance of several 
republicans, triumphed. 
The motion 
of Mr. Mills' to lay the motion to recon- 
sides on the table was carried—yeas 131, 
nays 129. 
The question then recurred 
to the approval of 
the 
journal as 
amended, and Mr. MoKir^ley demanded 
the yeas and nays. 


Before the vote on this motion had 
been announced it was whispered about 
that it had resulted in a tie, which 
really defeated the motion. 
Mr. Dar- 
gan, of South Carolina, and Mr. Tracy, 
of New York, (democrats) voted "no," 
with the Republicans. 


Mr. Dargan at once became the centre 
of attraction.

11 FOKT WAinffi'S POPiJIiATIOIi. 


The indications are that the present 
census enumeration of this city will be 
far from complete, so far as giving the 
actual population of Fort Wayne is con- 
cerned. 


Onr reporters hear every day of per- 
sons who have been missed by the 
enumerators in different parts of the 
city, aiid the probabilities are that 
theire are a great many more whose 
names hate not been listed. 


Such an enumeration will be practic- 
ally worthless, ^.t will not give us a 
fair count and will result in placing 
Fort Wayne's population lower than it 
really is. The enumerators are no doubt 
capable men, but they 
have been 
po.orly paid and have been required to 
do their difficult work with an unneces- 
sary haste. 


A lot of cumbersome and impertinent 
questions were added to those which the 
necessities of the case required. 
The 
people took olBFense, and though Super- 
intendent Porter reconsidered some of 
his foolish orders, it was done too late. 
A full and satisfactory 
enumeration 
might have been made a matter in 
which every intelligent citizen would 
have taken personal pride. 
As it is the 
enumerators have been evaded in hun- 
preds of instances. 


We hope the omissions may yet be 
corrected and that every person living 
in Fort Wayne will have his nanae 
placed on the enumerators' books before 
their reports are forwarded to Washing- 
ton. 
The enumeration should be done 
and done right, if it takes all summer. 


THE senate of the National Union, the 
supreme body of the patriotic, social 
and benevolent order of that name, is 
holding its ninth annual meeting at 
Washington, D. O. this week. The 
president of the senate, Frank N. Gage, 
of Chicago, opened the proceedings with 
an annual address, in which he said 
that the progress of the order in the 
past year had been very encouraging, 
the state of Missouri having been added 
to those represented at the last annual 
meeting. 
The number of subordinate 
councils had been increased 33 1-3 per 
cent., and the number of members over 
25 per cent.

Delegate Ed. Hlller Talks About tlie 


International Typoipraplaical Con- 
vention Held at Atlanta, Ga. 


Mr. "Peg" Miller, who was a delegate 
from the Fort Wayne Typographical 
Union to the International typographi- 
cal convention^hich was in sessicn last 
week at Atlanta^ Ga^i is now at home 
from that city and was interviewed last 
evening by a SEKTINEII reporter in référ- 
ence to his trip. 


"We had a magnificent convention," 
sa'd he. "There were 116 delegates in 
attendance from all parts of the United 
States and some from Canada, which, 
with the guests, brought our number up 
to 200 or more. It was a body of repre- 
sentative printers and (counting me 
out) was as fine crowd of handsome and 
intelligent fellows as one ever sees con- 
gregated 
together. 
The convention 
lasted six days and much business of 
importance to the craft was transacted." 


"Anything that would be of interest 
to the general reader?" was asked. 


"Well, no, unless it was the action of 
the convention in reference 
to the 
building of a home for indigent printers. 
Tou know a scheme of that kind has 
been on foot for some time. In 1886 
Mr. George W. Childs, the proprietor of 
the Philadelphia Ledger, and A. J. 
Drexel, a banker of Philadelphia, gave 
us $5,000 each for this purpose. 
This 
is known as the Childs-Drexel fund. 
This fund has been added to each year 
since then by us printers. 
On every 
birthday of these gentlemen—Ohilds 
and 
Drexel—every 
printer 
in the 
United States donates the price of 1,000 
ems (which is thirty and thirty-five 
cents in this city) to the fund.

added $17,000 ,to the amount and 
at 
our 
session 
at 
Atlanta, 
the 
citizens of Colorado Springs, where the 
home is to be built, telegraphed us 
$1,000 more.

During the coming year us 
printers will raise $30,000 more by a 
general assessment of $1 a head. 
The 
board of trustees, of which August Don- 
ath is the president, was instructed to 
begin work on the home at once. 
This 
is the greatest undertaking of its kind 
ever made by any organization or class 
of laboring men in the countrv-^, and be- 
fore another year you will see a build- 
ing there worth a good deal more than 
$20,0Q0."

"What do you think of the people 
down there. Peg? Are they unrecon- 
structed rebels yet, with the spirit of 
secession uncrushed, and anxious for a 
dissolution of the union, as some of the 
republican orators claim in their cam- 
paign speeches?" 


"Oh, that talk is all stuff. I was 
around among the southerners consider- 
ably and although we talked about the 
war, politics and other subjects, I didn't 
hear anything of that disloyal spirit. 
We sung 'the Star Spangled Banner' 
and other national airs in our conven- 
tion, and the audiences in attendance at 
our evening public meetings cheered us 
to the echo. I don't think there is much 
disloyalty in that, do you ? Gov. Gor- 
don delivered a speech to us at one 'of 
our meetings and when we cheered him, 
he said: 'I used to hear such yells as 
that when I was in the front, but thank 
God, under the stars and stripes, we 
can now hear them from both sides.' 
Does that sound like disloyalty ? I 
wasn't assassinated whi'e I was down 
there, and I don't know but what the 
southerners are pretty much the same 
kind of people in wishing for good gov- 
ernment and a perpetuity of the union 
as we of the north. I know I did not 
observe any other spirit and I know, 
too, that us northern delegates were 
given a royal welcome in the south. "

AT THE HOPE'S END! 


Rudolph Uubois Suffers the Death 


Penalty for jlurdering Ilia Wife, 


Mothtr-in-I<aw and Two 


Children. 


QOEBEC, Juno 20.—Rudolph Fritz 


Dubois was hanged here at 8 o'clock this 
morning for the murder of his wife, two 
children, and his mother-in law, on 
February 23rd lost, in the small parish 
in 
St. 
Albau, Port Neuf 
county. 


At 7:55 o'clock Dubois, supported by 
some of -the jail guards, and accompan- 
ied by the Methodist minister, Rev. Mr. 
Bland, ascended the scaffold. He ad- 
dressed those present saying: 


"Well gentlemen, I am very sorry for 


ttie deed I have done. I hope I will 
meet my wife and children in heaven, 
that's all." 


The Lord's prayer was then said. 


Dubois repeated the words after the 
clergyman. Dnbois did not show tho 
least sign of weakness. As the clergy- 
man reached the "amen" of the prayer, 
the drop was sprang and Dubois, after 
a few spasmodic movements of the body, 
*""" dead.

ecution of Peter Edward Davis for the 
murder of Wm. Emery, in Marmora 
township, on September 19 last, took 
place at 8 o'clock this morning. He 
protested his innocence of the crime 
until the last moment.

Limeberger, 
after accepting a glass of liquor, left the 
louse, leaving Fawcett there to transact 
his business. That was the last ever 
seen of Fawcett until his body was 
found in the following year. Potts' 
family stated that Fawcett had settled 
up

business, 
had 


given

Potts 
a 
bill 
of 


sale for all his property and had left for 
parts unknown. In September, 1888, 
ihe Potts family sold their property and 
that formerly belonging to Faweett and 
removed to Rock Springs. The body of 
Fawcett, partly burned, with the limbs 
severed from the trunk and the bkull 
crushed in, was found in January, 1889, 
>y the caving in of the roof of a dng-out 
cellar attached to tho house formerly 
occupied by the Potts. 
The family 


were brought back to Elks for trial. 
Circumstantial evidence went to show 
that Mrs. Potts struck Fawoett on the 
back of the head with an axe, and also 
fully implicated Potts in the crime. 
The jury returned a verdiot of murder 
in the first degree and the supremo 
court affirmed the decision.

IIFOKT WAYXE'S POPI'l-ATIOX. 


The indications are that the present 


census enumeration of this city will be 
far from complete, so far as giving the 
actual population of Fort Wayne is con 
cerned. 


Our reporters hear every day of per 


sous who have been missed by the 
enumerators in different paits of tho 
city, and the probabilities are that 
there are a great many more whose 
names have not been listed, 


Such an enumeration will be practic- 


ally worthless, ^t will not give us a 
fair count and will result in placing 
Fort Wayne's population lower than it 
really is. The enumerators are no doubt 
capable men, but 
they have been 


poorly paid and have been required to 
do their difficult work with an unneces- 
sary huste. 


A lot of cumbersome and impertinent

Union to the International' typo^raphi- <* fl 1™?* .^f^, * 
cal convent ion <jrhich was in sebslcu last 
wet-k at Atlanta, Ga., is now at home 
from that city and was interviewed last 
e\euiug by a SEKTINEL reporter in refer- 
ence to his trip. 


"We had a magnificent convention," 


sa d he. "There were 11C delegates in 
attendance from all parts of the United 
States and some from Canada, which, 
with the guests, brought onr number up 
to 200 or more. It was a body of repre- ' 
seutativo printers and (counting me j 
out) was ns fine crowd of handsome and 
intelligent fellows as on*1 ever sees con- 
gregated 
together. 
The convention j 


lasted six days and much business of 
importance to the craft •w.s transacted." 


"Anything that would bo of interest 


to the general readei?" was a<ked. 


"Well, no, unless it uas the action of 


the convention in reference 
to the 


building of a home for indigent printers. 
You know a scheme of that kind has 
been on foot for somo time. In 1886

Drexfl, n banker of Philadelphia, gave 
tisS5,000 each for this purpo.-e. This 
is known as the Cbilds-Dresel fund.

On every 
birthday of these gentlemen—Ohilds 
and Drexel—every

United States donates the price of 1,000 
ems (which is thirty and thirty-five 
cents in this city) to the fund. This 
added 817,000 to tho amount and

the 


citizens of Colorado Springs, where the 
home is to be built, telegraphed us 
81,000 more. 
A year ago they had 


given us a donation of eighty acres of 
land, with the proviso that within two 
years [ we should build a home worth 
$20,000. During the coming year us 
printers will raise §30,000 more by a 
general assessment of §1 a head. 
The 


board of trustees, of which August Don- 
ath is the president, was instructed to 
begin work on the home at once. 
This 


is the greatest undertaking of its kind 
ever made by any organization or class 
of laboring men in the conmrr, and be- 
fore another year you will see a build- 
ing there worth a good deal more than 
§20,000."

Are they unrecon- 
structed rebels yet, with the spirit of 
secession uncrnshed, and anxious for a 
dissolution of the union, as some of the 
republican orators claim in their cam- 
paign speeches?" 


"Oh, that talk ia all stuff. I was 


around among the southerners consider- 
ably and although we talked about the 
war, politics and other subjects, I didn't 
hear anything of that disloyal spirit. 
We sung 'the Star Spangled Banner' 
and other national airs in onr conven- 
tion, and the audiences in attendance at 
our evening public meetings cheered us 
to the echo. I don't think there is much 
disloyalty in that, do you ? Gov. Gor- 
don delivered a speech to ns at one 'of 
our meetings and when we cheered him, 
he said: 'I used to hear such yells as 
that when I was in the front, but thank 
God, under the stars and stripes, we 
can now hear them from both sides.'
